Counsel Thorn says, by Mattox allow­ 
ing train No. 33, bound south with 
President Spencer’s car on the rear 
end, into the next block station, and 
that before the block was cleared Mat­ 
tox also let in the first section of 
train No. 37. 
Thorn declares that if the rules of

had been 
obeyed, no 
other train could have entered the 
block in which train 33 was. 
The undisputed testimony, he says, 
shows that ncf less than three differ­ 
ent rules of the company were vio­ 
lated by Mattox, the observance of 
any of which would have prevented 
theaccident.

BINI SHORTAGE A MILLICH 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 
20.— The 
wreck of the Farmers and Drovers’ 
National bank of Waynesburg, Pa., 
appears to have been complete. Hun­ 
gry politicians, it 
is charged, have 
once more got in their work, as in the 
recent case of the ill-fated Enterprise 
bank of Allegheny. 
Instead of fail­ 
ing for a few thousands, as was at 
first reported, it comes out that the 
W aynesburg bank was 
short about 
$T,ooo,ooo when its doors swung shut 
Saturday on orders from the comp­ 
troller of the currency. 
A warrant was served on Cashier 
J. B. F. Rinehart of the crippled bank. 
He was in Pittsburg at the time. 
He 
is charged with having made false re­ 
ports to the comptroller of the cur­ 
rency regarding his bank, showing it 
to be about one million richer than 
it really was. 
Rinehart, who is also 
vice president of the bank and in con­ 
trol of it, having 522 of the 
1,000 
shares, gave $10,000 bail for a hear­ 
ing at court and waived a hearing be­ 
fore thre United States authorities. 
It is believed investigation into the 
affairs will show much of a sensa­ 
tional 
nature.

W ASHING TO N, D. C., Dec. 20.— 
Sneator Spooner of Wisconsin struck 
at the heart of tile question of na­ 
tional regulation of child labor by se­ 
curing the passage of a 
resolution 
directing the committee on judiciary 
of the senate to report upon the con­ 
stitutionality of a measure prohibiting 
the interstate transportation of com­ 
modities which are produced by child 
labor. 
Senators Beveridge of Indiana and 
Lodge of Massachusetts are 
keenly 
interested in this matter, because both 
have introduced bills relating to child 
labor. 
These two senators are convinced 
of the constitutionality of their views 
and believe that the supreme court 
will uphold them if the case should 
ever reach that body. 
It is intended 
to have the committee report on the 
resolution before the end of this ses­ 
sion.

LARGEST POWER MACHINES 


N EW YORK, Dec. 20.—The Brook­ 
lyn Rapid Transit company has placed 
an order for the largest steam power 
machines ever built in the world. The 
contract calls for five steam turbines, 
10.000 kilowatts each. 
As these ma­ 
chines will be able to carry a 50 per 
cent overload, the total capacity of 
each unit is equal to 25,000 indicated 
horsepower. 
As the ordinary steam 
locomotive is rated at a capacity of 
1.000 horsepower, one of these en­ 
gines will generate power equal to 
what 
twenty-five 
locomotives 
can 
pull. 
The contract also calls for an equal 
number of electric generators of the 
same capacity as the turbines. 
The 
cost of these five turbines and gen­ 
erators will be about $2,500,000.

BOSTON, 
Mass., Dec. 
20.—On 
April 27 next. Archbishop Williams, 
the oldest member of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic hierarchy in America, 
will 
celebrate his eighty-fifth birthday an­ 
niversary. 
Already the priests of the 
archdiocese have decided to make the 
occasion a notable one in the his­ 
tory of the church. A committee soon 
will be formed, composed of some of 
the most prominent laymen of the 
archdiocese, and to consult with the 
priests as to the best way to make the 
occasion one that will show the high 
esteem in which the venerable head 
of the church of Boston is held. 
Archbishop^ Williams was born in 
this city on April 27, 1822. 
He began 
his education at a private school and 
later attended the Sulpician college 
in Montreal. 
In 1841 he was sent to 
the theological seminary conducted by 
the same fathers in Paris, where he 
was ordained in 1854.
